clines to Re-Open Case—Days of Conference Between Union | demonstration but the response to the 
Leaders Fails to Develop Common Ground 


CHICAGO, July 21.—(By Associat- 
ed Press.)—Submission of the six 
hundred million railroad wage award 
to a referendum vote by the 1,800,- 


000 railroad workers without recom- 
mendation from the union leaders, 
either for its acceptance or rejection, 
appeared probable tonight. 

This was the opinion in Jabor circles 
following rejection by the United 
States railway labor board of a peti- 
tion for a re-hearing of the case. 

Three courses were open to the 
union chiefs: 

First—Submission without recom- 
mendation; second, recommendation, 
that the award be accepted, and third, 
that it be rejected. 

The more conservative in the 
union ranks has steadfastly opposed 
outright rejection of the labor board's 
decision. The doqr to recommendation 
of adoption appmrently was closed 
today, leaders of the rail-workers in- 
timated when they requested that the 
case.be re-opened, and the board re- 
fused to accede. 

Cannot Recommend Acceptence. 

After asking for a re-hearing it 
appeared doubtful that the union lead- 
ers could consistently recommend ac- 
ceptance of the award, as the action 
indicated it was unsatisfactory to 
them. The only course left open, 
therefore, would be to pass the board's 
decision along to the men and rely 
on their referendum. 

The labor board declined to re-open 
the case on the ground that Its deci- 
sion represented the _ conclusions 
reached after an exhaustive survey in 
whiah both sides had Ibeen given 
ample time to present all facts sur- 
rounding the case. 

No good could be accomplished at 
this time, members of the board stat- 
ed, by granting a re-hearing which 
would only serve to delay the case 
and prevent the men receiving the in- 
creased back wages in their August 
pay env@opes. 

Failed to Develop Common Gre nd. 

A day of conferences between Pre- 
sidents of the eighteen, unions recog- 
nized in the award and one thousand 
general chairmen of those organiza- 
tions failed to develop any common 
ground on which the leaders were 
willing to issue a statement. 

Two days and a night of meetings 
have failed to bring the leaders to- 
gether, and W. G. Lee, grand pre- 
sident of the Brotherhood of railway 
trainmen, indicated the presidents 
would have no recommendation to 
make to the general chairman-before 
tomorrow. Reports reaching union 
headquarters and the Railroad Man- 
agers’ association here indicated with 
few exceptions that the men were 
holding fast and waiting for their 
officers to act,

ACCUMULATION 
OF DRIFTWOOD 
NOT A MENACE 


But City is Considering Removal 
‘ of The J. Walter Mills 
Piers in River 


Complaints have been made to} 
The Bulletin that, owing to the piers) 
tn the river placed to catch the lum- 


ber for the Joan Walter mills, an 
eddy was formed which had caused 
an accumulation of driftwood at the 
city water intake. Also, that in turn 
this pile of driftwood had caught the 
carcasses of dead ‘jorses and sheep 
floating down the river and was hold- 
ing them with consequent danger of 
pollution of the eity water supply. 

As the pumping and filtration 
Station is now under the direction 
of the power house superintendent, 
W. J. Cunningham, tae matter was 
taken up with him on Wednesday, 
when he was good enough to point 
out that the existing conditions, and 
to what extent the water supply 
is or might be affected by any such 
circumstances as complained of, 

Proceeding from the jpower house) 
to the river bank, he pointed out 
the two water intakes, which aro 
located on the north edge of mid- 
stream in the river. These intakes} 
are made of stecl and conerete, with 
the opening towards the re#r. Only 
the top of one can be seen, but the 
location of the other is noticeable 
‘by reason of the swirl of the water. 
Mere is no accumulation of drift 
at the intakes at all, save that on the | 
top of the one which is vistble, a 
single tree trunk is resting. 

Drift Logs Behind Piers 

Between the intakes and the north 
snore, where the power house is lo- 
cated, there is a space of between 50 
to 60 yards of clear water. Then 
comes the J. Walter's piers, and be- 
hind them is an accumulation of | 
drift logs and wood which have come 
down the river, simply the ordinary 
drift that would come down at all 
times. Supt. Cunningham says that 
this has not been disturbed for the! 
reason that the majority of it was 
out°of the water, and, algo that it 
is helping to hold up the bank at 
the apot, as there is quite a good 
deal of eroston at this point. 

The drift extends west almost to 
the fifth street low level bridge. 
Then comes a channel of fairly swift 
running water, and afterwards the 
main drift pile is reached, and this} 
is the one which the persons com-j; 
plaining must have in mind. With-:| 
out any exaggeration it is over 200 
yards west of the water intake. The 
drift pile has accumulated about the 
two northerly piers of the bridge, and 
has formed an obstruction of quite 
a substantial size. The main stream 
passes through the central miers eouth 
of the pile, but there is quite a cur- 
tent running between the pile and 
the north shore. 

Causes Current to Swing 

The piers causes tris current to 
swing inshore, but immediately after) 
passing the drift the current passes 
out again and can quite olearly be 
traced cutting into the main stream 
long before reaching the intake, so 
that the tendency of anything that 
passes the drift and that of the cur- 
rent itself, would be away from the 
intake rather than to be swept on ta 
it. However, Supt. Cunningham said 
that a dead horse was caught by the 
drift pile at the bridge last week and 
was dislodged. He knew nothing of 
any eheep, but a man passing over the 
bridge had raised a scare, | 
ing taat he had seen the body of a} 
woman floating down the stream. 

So far as the drift pile ia con- 
cerned and its removal, such work 
would come under the jurisdiction 
of the federal government, the only 
polnt where the city could claim any 
interference being that the pounding 
of the drift might injure the piers 
of the bridge. 

Supt. Cunningham stated that he 
had lately been considering the 
question of the removal of the Jo in 
Walter’s piers. It ig evident that to 
place them in the river they must 
have acquired some rights from the 
rovernment, and Commissioner Had- 
dow and himself were endeavoring 
to ascertain what rights were in ex- 
istence, with the {dea of having tho 
piers eventually removed.

LILYODMINSTER, July 21.—Waen 
the final gute receipts are turned in, 
it is expected that the 1920 exhfbi- 
tion at Lloydminstr will have been 
the best yet in point of attendance, 
and it certainly has been from a point 
of livestock entries, 
keenest competition that has been 
seen at any of the “B’ circuit fairs, 
and in the sheep classes, particularly 
the competition, was better than at 
some of the “A"’ circuit fairs this year. 
The grade of attractions offered was 
good also, shows clean and entertain- 
ing, and generally speaking, Mana- 
ger Huxley has every reason to be 
proud of this last fair. The weather 
was of the best ail through, and wit. 
good crop and feed conditions in the 
district everyone was optimistic. 

Lloydminster has aliways been not- 
ed for the good spirit and co-opera- 
tion among the people, and even 
where the stock was not in what is 
considered in the best of show -con- 
dition, the exhibitors of tae district 
brought them in and made the com- 
petition that much larger. This na- 
turally increases the interest. Being 
an English settlement, there are a!- 
ways large saddle classes, and this 
year was no exception in that re- 
spect. On Wednesday night, the last 
day of the fair, a special attraction 
was put on in the way of a para- 
chute drop. when Pete Derbyshire 
dropped from the aeroplane, piloted 
by “Lieutant George Gorman, of Ed- 
monton. 

In tae Angus classes Wednesday 
morning, Pritchard, of Camrose, was 
competing with Jiggins Bros., of 
Lloydminster. The latter won out in 
the senior bulls, but Pritchard won 
the herd, and won tae female cham- 
pionship with his three-year-old cow, 
the mother of the calf whicn has 
deen taking the junior campionships 
at the fairs.

No doubt this de- 
flation was due as prices had reached 
a peak with tue result that the buy- 
ing power of the public was very dis-| 
tinctly checked and both retailers and) 
wholesalers probably felt that a panic 
was coming to them. Merchants have 
been advised by their banks tolimit 
taeir buying to the closest point possi- 
ble, | 

Delay in Manufacture 

It does not appear now that the

e past fow week thave avitmessed 
some of the warmest weather that wo 
have received this summer. There 
has been very little rain, with the 
exception of one dhower that lasted 
three days. 

The bull-files have been the worst 
that has been seen in this section of 
the country for a long time, and the 
pesky mosquito has also come in for 
his share of attention, The extreme 
warm spell that followed the rain has 
been responsible for the adtivity of 
these summer pests and it will be well 
in August before thene will be any 
noticeable decline in their numbers. 
The horses and cattle have come in 
fo: their share of torment, and 
especially the last few days has been 
temrible for the ‘poor bensts. Little 
work is done with the horses now, 
and they remain in their barne during 
the day and are turned ont to feed 
after the sun gets. Amudiges are built 
for them, and everything pomslble for 
their comfort is being done.

| FINAL MILE OF YESTERDAY'S 


RACE INDICATES SHAMROCK 4. 
MAY HAVE VANTAGE FRIDAY 


Commander of Challenger Uses Many Tricks to Get Weather Berth 
But Was Unable to Leave Resolute in Irons—Shamrock Out- 


sailed Resolute in Last Stretch 


SANDY HOOK, N.J., July  21.— 
Resolute, defendere of the America's 
cup, came back today after two 
straight defeats and won over the 
British challenger, Shamrock IV. 

Shamrock finished a scant half 
boat lengtia ahead, with a lead of 19 
seconds, but as she had gained pre- 
c'sely that advantage at the start, the 
race was—miraculously in yachting 
events—a dead heat over the thirty 
mile course. Resolute won by the 
amount of er handicap, seven min- 
utes and one second. 

The fourth race off the series will 
be started Friday. 

A Real Race | 

Veteran yachtsmen who followed 
the trim craft through the four hours 
tiree minutes and six seconds of 
racing time, thought back over many 
years of racing without being able 
to conjure up a contest that could 
compare with today’s spectacle. It 
was a real yacht race from the start 
and it provided a finish rivalling in 
closeness tat of a neck-and-neck 
horse race, 

Resolute had taken the lead early 
in her favorite 15 mile beat to wind- 
ward, and ‘rounding the stake with 
about quarter of a mile lead, 
slipped swiftly down the wind with 
spinnaker and ‘balloon jib topsai? 
billowing superbly. 

Sh: k's Lead 

But Shamrock with her’ greater 
spread of canvas, would not ‘be de- 


nied, and slowly but steadily she ate} 


up the intervening distance, untik. 
with littl@ more than a mile to go. 
her bowsprit reached, then slowly 
began to creap past the Resolute's 
stern. Inch by inoa, as the spectators 
watched breathlessly, Shamrock mov- 
ed up and up. A mile from the 
stake, they were running neck-and- 
neck through the fluffy litthe wiaite- 
caps turned up by the breeze. They 
appeared so close together from the 
press boats that it seemed as if a 
man might have jumped fr1qgm onal- 
lenger to defender. 

Shamrock kept up,the steady crawl 
ahead until, at the half mile mark 
from the line, she was nearly a full 
boat length ahead. 

Then Resolute caught a’ tiny extra 
miff of wind fror: somewhere, and 
straining like a thoroughbred under 
the leash, crept up slowly—almost 
imperceptibly. She had got her blow 
about even with Shamrock's towering 
mast when a pull of stream from the 
comunittee boat's whistle registered 


Shamrock'’s finish. The little fleet of | 
spectator craft, although smaller by | 
far than’that which had gone cut to 


previous races; burst into a veritable 
bedlum of shrieking whistles and 
sirens as the contenders swept’ over 
the line and brought their spinmakers 
and ballooners fluttering down. 

When they had crossed the finish, 
both yachts hoisted the “C” flag, that 
indicated unwillingnes to race tomor, 
row and ft was announced the next 
start would be Friday, Later it was 
announced Shamrock was to be placed 
in drydock tomorrow, presumably for 
cleaning and polishing. her hull. 

Resolute rushed around the mark in 
a very narrow circle anil had her spin- 
naker blossoming out one minute and 
35 seconds latter. Shamrock made 
a wider turn and took half a minute 
longer in breaking out her epinnaker. 

It was a straight away slide down to 
the finish with Shamrock getting the 
better wind astern, the breeze soften- 
ing as the yachts ran slong. Half 
way to the finish, Shamrock had cut 
Resolute's lead in half. ‘Three miles 
from the line it had been reduced to 
200 yards and half a mile from the 
lightship the two yechts were sailing 
side by side. 

Then Shamrock passed Resolute to 
leeward and soon slipped out ahead 
and dasbed for the line, reaching it 
19 seconds before the white boat. As 
this was exactly her lead at the start, 
the two yachts were found to be on 
even terms, boat for boat, for the 
first time in the history of cup races. 
Resolute with her time allowance of 
ecven minutes and one second used it 
to win by that margin, so the series 
tonight stands two to one in favor of 


the Shamrock.

fender was up to her old tricks of 
beating out to windward, leaving 
Shamrock to outfoot her but drop 


away. 

For the first hour, Shamrock seqmed 
to be making moro by footing faster 
than she was losing by falling off to 
leeward and at two o'clock it looked

tacked off shore. However, Sham- 
rock held in shore until she was al- 
most in shoal water. When she tack- 
}ed it was seen at once that she had no 
{chance to weather Resolute, ‘The de- 
fender Waited unfil assured that she 
held the weather berth and then 
tacked almost on top of Shamrock. 
This practically settled the race. Cap- 
tain Burton tried every possible sea 
trick to squirm out from under Reso- 
| ute. He made four or five fake 
tacks, throwing his boat up into the 
wind to get Resolute to follow and 
then falling back again on the old 
tack in the hope of leaving Resolute 
in irons. But Captain Adams“was not 
to be caught napping. “In fact, Reso- 
lute gatned a few hundred yards 6 

these fake tacks of Shamrock. 

The two yachts made more than 20 
tacks between the Highlands and Long 
| Beach, all of them within two miles 
of the beach, and still Shamrock could 
not gain the weather berth. Finally 
Resolute refused to continue the short 
hitches and stood for the mark on a 
long six-mile board off shore. Sham- 
|rock soon followed and for more than 
jan hour the yachts ploughed through 
the waves, for the breeze increased 
to nearly 12 knots and at times knock- 
ed the boats down until the water 
was rushing over the lee rails. 

The last mile was made with 
slightly startled sheets and on this 
oint of sailing, Shamrock proved her- 
self a trifle faster than Resolute. In 
fact, the last mile was quite signifi- 
}cant in view of the fact that the next 
race will be over a triangular course 
with two legs on broad reaches, If 
Shamrock can out-reach Resolute 
in the two 10-mile legs on Friday's 
race by eight or ten minutes, she may 
make up for loss of a minute or two 
in the ten-mile beat to windward 
which would give her the third and 
deciding race. 


The last mile therefore, on the 
nature of a reach, caused considerable 
discussion among the experts.

Britain and France a few days 
ago sent an ultinratum to Lenine, 
to the effect that if Bolshevik 
troops invaded Poland the Allies 
would help the Poles.

shevik advance against Poland 
has continued, and the Red troops 
have begun a new invasion of 
Persia. The Soviet leaders are 
evidently as well aware as the Al- 
lies how difficult it would be for 
the latter to make effective war 
against them, and are using their 
supposed immunity as a shield for 
predatory excursions in whatever 
directions there is plunder to be 
found or a chance to strike a blow 
at British strength and prestige. 
Their most serious threat is per- 
haps that of making a junction

Not 
being in the railway business for 
philanthropic purposes, and hav- 
ing got the railway on their hands, 
the C.P.R. company will be bound 
to direct settlers. into the north 
}¢ountry and to promote develop- 
mentythere as they have not hith- 
cito done. Thus far Edmonton 
jand the country north of it have 
received a minimum of positive 
assistance from this powerful cor- 
poration. The company is now 
financially interested in exerting 
on behalf of rorthern develop- 
jment the active influence it has 
|hitherto exerted to secure the set- 
jtlement and cultivation of the 
| land along its lines in the southern 
|part of the province and of the 
j;west generally. That this influ- 
ence is a potent factor Edmonton 
and the Edmonton district have 
had reason to know in the past— 
mainly because it was employed in 
pushing the settlement and de- 
velopment of other parts of the 
country. That it is now to be en- 
jlisted in putting the north country 
|on the map is none _ the less wel- 
|come on that account. Improved 
\railway service under any auspices 
would help, but improved railway 
service plus the driving power of 
|the C.P.R. colonization depart- 
ment and publicity bureau will 
help more, 

The northern people are of 
course not the only parties who 
stand to gain through the arrange- 
|ment. The city is only in secon- 
[dary degree interested, and the 
provinee at large will share in the

Settlement. Whatever helps to 
/open up the north country and 
fill it with industrious and enter.

jsingle factor can do more in that 
direction than a railway company 
|which has ample means to provide 
| good transportation facilities and 
which is also financially interest- 
ed in doing so. Either the process 
/Of settling the Peace River coun- 
try must be made ‘‘go’’ or the 
\C.P.R. will lose money. It is a 
|pretty safe guess that the settle- 
|ment process will be made ‘‘go.’’ 
| And just in proportion as it is 
quickened the volume of business

Incidentally this arrangement 
relieves the Province of the unwel- 
come prospect of having to take 
over the E.D, and B.C, and oper- 
ate it.

The E.D. & B.C. railway includes 
450 miles of existing trackage, 
56 miles of graded line upon which 
steel has not yet been laid, and a 
million dollar brid e across the 
Peace river. It commands from 
Peace River town 450 miles of un-

miles up-stream to Hudson’s Hope 
and 250 miles down stream to the 
Chutes; with connecting naviga- 
tion both above the Hope and be- 
low the Chutes. It bridges the gap 
between the Prairies of the Sas- 
katchewan and of the Peace, and 
brings the whole Peace river 
region within the possibilities of 
productive and profitable agricul- 
tural development.

London, July 21.—The Sinn 
Fein and the,;British government 
are prepared to discuss, if they 
are not already discussing, a basis 
of probable settlement of the Irish 
question, according to a statement 
reported by the aDily Mail’s Dub- 
lin correspondent, who says the 
Irish political circles where this 
report is current, are usually well- 
informed about important moves 
at Westminster. 

Both Sinn Fein and labor jJead- 
ers in Dublin are very busy, adds 
the correspondent, and important 
Statements are expected to ‘be 
tmade at Thursday’s debate in the 
house of commons. “ 

The alarming’ increase of vio- 
lence in Ireland , the correspon- 
dent says, is frightening the re- 
sponsibie leaders of the Irish re- 
publican party, many of whom 
appear to be inclined to listen to 
any generous offer from Down- 
ing street.

Blame Canada, 

Asheville, N.C., July 21—Blame for 
much of the shortage of print paper 
in the United States was laid to Can- 
ada by Col. W. E. Haskill, vice-presi- 
dent of the International Paper com- 
pany in an address before the Southern 
Newspaper Publishers’ asgOciation 
here Tuesday. He declared there was 
no justification for the measures 
edopted by the provinces of Ontario, 
Quebec and New Brunswick prohibit- 
ing the exportation of native timber 
which had not been manufactured 
into lumber, pulp or paper.

conference was held at the request of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
and Chairman Carvell Wednesday 
expressed himself as being highly 
gratified with the manner in which 
he and his colleague were received at 
the United States capital. 

“They made it quite apparent 
down there,” he observed to the Can- 
adian Press, Limited, “that it is their 
desire to consider Canada's fuel re- 
quirements on exactly the same basis 
as the United States.” As a matter 
of fact, the interstate commerce com- 
mission and the producers of coal are 
anxious to do all the business they 
can with Canada. They have the coal 
and if it were only possible to have it 
moved more freely in our direction, 
there would be no serious coal short- 
age on this side of the border, *he 
added.
